' The most lamentablo state of affairs 
ezistB in the Colony of QaooDBland 
that it is possible for any country to 
experience. The Colonial exchequer is 
banlirapt — public works are suspend- 
ed for want of funds— strong. men, 
delicate women and weak childron, 
suddenly thrown out of omploymont;, 
are reduced to the verge of starvation 
Banks are closings mercantile houiius 
failing, and tho Colo ay whioh, bui 
a year or two ago, was held up as a 
pattern of thrift and contonlmont, is 
now alluded to by tho press of the 
neighboring cokmlus as a melauoholy 
example of what " overdoing tlio 
thing " will bring Colonies to us well 
as inaividualo, Quoonsland is ossou- 
tially a lai-ming country, and is ad- 
mirably adapted by location and cli- 
mate tor the support of a lar^'o and 
prosperous agricultural population. In 
1860, tho white population of tho 
Colony was 28,827, and through the 
exertions of its Government in 18C2, 
an immigration scheme — by which it 
was proposed to enable assisted 
immigrants from Groat Britain to 
reach the Colony — was devised and 
carried into execution. Tlic lirst im- 
migrants who arrived having mot 
with ronuinerativo employment, other 
shiploads wcro induced to follow, and 
tho tide ol immigration has sinoo cou- 
tinued to roll from England, ycothuid 
and irolacd towards tho promised land, 
lu IBCJo, tho number of imniigrautH 
who laiided on tho shores of '.(•uooiiss 
land reached tho astonishing number 
ot 25,000 — most of whom wore assist- 
ed — and tho population had increased 
from 28,827 to nearly 100,000. 
Up to last spring, whon tho financial 
crisis occurred in lOnglaiul, and Agra 
and Mastorman's banli (a brancli of 
which, in (Juoonsland, was tho source 
whence tho Government derived funds 
to cover its engagomonts) failed, no 
Australian colony bid more lair to be- 
come rapidly great and prosperous 
than tho one under consideration. In 
order to find work for tho immigrants 
as they camo in, roads woro opened 
to the interior; railways carried 
through desert and desoliite jilacuK, 
and public buildingH erected. The 
credit of tho Colony was good, money 
was plentiful, and niost liberal in- 
ducements were held out to tho Gov- 
ernment to continue its oxpondi- 
turo. With the crash in J']nghiiul, 
however, camo a change in the 
alTiiirs of Quccn.slaiid. I'rivato capital, 
which had liowcd into the Colony in 
lavish plentitudo, wah. :'Uil(ieiily with- 
drawn to meet other erigageiiiciils 
at London ; tho branch of Agra and 
ila.sterraan, unable to continue tin; 
Kupi)ly of means for coni])leting tlu^ 
much uoeded improvcraeiit^<, stopped, 
and public credit sank iintnediatoly 
BO low that Government cheques were 
dishonored. Jleavy liabililies bad been 
incurred by the Government in ihe 
conveyance of imiuigranlH I'ruiu I'^ng- 
land ; thout-aiuis of individuals liad 
been landed in the Colony under 
promise oi obtaining public employ, 
moot; the Government was owing 
largo sums of money to contract^ 
ors without tho slightest hope of 
being enabled to discharge tho liabil- 
ities, and an appalling state of affairs 
stared the people and the Government 
in the face. An effort made by Mr 
Macallisler, the Premier, to induce the 
Governor to assent to a law author- 
ising the issue of legal tendern, in 
order that past liabilities might bo 
discharged and the works continued, 
met with the response from tho Gov- 
ernor — Sir Goorge F. Bowen — that tho 
issue would be unconstitutional. The 
Ministry at once resigned. Mr Half, 
a leader of tho opposition, was called 
on to form a new Ministry, and in- 
dnoed a number of gentlemen to 
shoulder the responsibility of passing 
a measure to meet instant require^ 
monts, without, howovor, accepting 
office. Mr Maoaliister, with ton other 
members, dccliuing to recognise a 
qvasi Ministry such as Mr Eafif aus 
nonnced that he represented, with- 
drew from tho Assembly, and tho 
Standing Orders having been sus- 
pended, a bill providing for tho issuo 
of £300,000 in Treasury Bonds, boar^ 
ing interest at 10 per ot. and redeems 
able at tho end of the year 1800, was 
passed through both Houses, and the 
Legislature adjourned. Mr Eaff and 
his colleagues then aoooptod ofHoe ; 
bat tho first member of tho new Min- 
istry who appealed to his constituents 
was rejected, and his defeat booms lo 
have been accepted as a decisive intis 
matioD that tho Government did not 
possess tho oonfidouoe of tho coun- 
try, for almost immediately after- 
wards tho mombors placed their 



I rosignatioris in the hands ol ilio 
Governor, who accepted thom, and 
Mr Maoollistor returned to powei-. 
On tho doy following that on which 
tho MaooUistoi? • Ministry was re- 
instated, a monster publio meeting 
was held, at which a petition for the 
recall of the Governor was adopted 
with acclamation, and there, for tho 
present, tho matter rests. To judge 
from tho tone of the BrisJ^ane Cmrier, 
tho prococdiiigs of this meeting aro 
greatly regretted by many in tho 
Colony. The Courier gives tho Govp 
ernor credit for groat ouorgy, and a 
most loyal devotion to tho interests of 
Quoonslaiid, appearing to hopo that 
tho course resolved on by tho petition- 
ers will not be persisted in. Whether 
this is likely to bo tho case remains to 
bo seen. In the meantime, tho condi- 
tion of the Colony is becoming more 
and moro desperate. Immigrants who 
s:\iled from JMigland bof'oro the news 
of tho crisis reaciied there, con- 
tinuo to hind from ships without 
tho faintest prospect ot obtaining 
work or subsiatonco, wliilo thousands of 
[joople have been thrown out of employment 
and made virtuallj beggars. The Oovern- 
nient— which boB ran a raoa with the con- 
stable and is now really bankrapt — i'la- 
traoted and divided by the accammDlatiou of 
miseries under which it staggers — is 
powerless to assist; and Qaasnsland, willi 
immense resources only waiting to be Jo- 
valopud, luniiahoa ono of the saddest lessons 
It ia possible for any country to ntforil, 
l^ariiy from cangea similar to that which 
has brought disaster upon oar Aaslralian 
sisier, ia these Colonies we have gone 
through a sad season of depresaion ; we have 
Imd onr political crisis, our bankruptoies 
una our miseries ; but no pioturu half 90 do- 
prossiiiu, ruinous or misornblo as lh:il 
held up by i >ii('on:iliun!, luis yet been exliibilod 
hero. (Queensland li:is run too fast in the race, 
iind bus attempted to force interests which, 
though they may be fostered, can never be ac 
celerated with safety. We allude to an 
undue expansion of travel and ovor- 
iininigratiou — tlio rocks on which Queonslund 
has stranded, uud it is well that hor fate may 
be widely known in order that tho lesson 
wliieh it te:iclio3 iiiiiy bo oloarly undera tood. 
A heiilthy How of new blood into a country, 
and the oncouragemonl of legitimate trade, are 
always desirable j but esperienco has taught 
us that feverish, fitful " mabes and over- 
trading" invariably entail a leaotion, and 
are never producive of good.
